THE DISCOVERY OF COAL IN SHROPSHIRE. 


StR,—In the Mining Journal of Sept. 29, at p. 626, there is a para- 
graph headed as above, in which it is stated that “An abundance of 
excellent coal is shown to exist on the Wolverhampton side of the 
Great Shropshire Fault.’ Now, as my name is mentioned in the 
local papers in reference to the line of denudation which constitutes 
the Great Shropshire (or Symon Fault, as it is locally called), and 
as a paper on that fault was read by me before the Geological 
Society of London, April 24, 1861, and which is published in the 
“Quarterly Journal,” No. 68, of the said society, I am induced to 
say a few words on the said “ Discovery of Coal,” in case it should 
be thought that I acquiesce in the idea that the coal has been found 
on the Wolverhampton side of the fault—the fact being that the 
sinking alluded to, and about which there were such great rejoic- 
ings, has only resulted in finding the half-yard and double coals, on 
the same side of the fault as all the other Lilleshall pits are. There 
is no top coal in the pit in question, showing that it has been de- 
nuded towards the north and north-west of the New or Stafford Pit. 
How far the double coal will extend to the south or south-east of 
the said pits before it is denuded no one can say, but I have an 
idea that it will not be far; the other coals below this double coal 
will extend further to the south. The nature of the Symon Fault 
seems to be but little understood, even in the district, although of 
the paper in question I distributed a very large number amongst the 
agents and miners, having, by permission of the Geological Society, 
been allowed the extraordinary privilege of having 500 copies of the 
letter-press and sections struck off, in the expense of which my 
friend, Prof. Tennant, joined me. All of these, with the exception 
of a few, have been distributed gratuitously, to give an idea of the 
nature of the fault. To those who have not seen or perused my 
paper carefully, I may mention that it would appear that the coals 
have been cut off or washed away, and that the Old Valley or estu- 
ary, or whatever it may be, lies between the Great Symon Fault 
forming the eastern boundary of the Shropshire coal field, and the 
Great Fault forming the western boundary of the South Staffordshire 
coal field. (The Shropshire Fault is erroneously shown on the Ord- 
nance Map as a slip fault), That the two coal fields were once 
joined there can scarcely be a doubt. I am more acquainted with 
the Shropshire coal field, especially the Malinslee and Stirchlee

But, taking for granted that such an 
all-powerful body does exist, and that it exercises such a baneful 
tyranny, does it not become a serious question for the members of 
the monopoly to ask themselves whether by putting prices down too 
low, and continuing to grind the mining interest too severely, they 
are not doing a most unrighteous act, and pursuing a course which 
must eventually be suicidal, and very closely resemble the killing 
of the goose that “laid the golden eggs?’ It is not in the nature of 
things that the system can last; for they are grinding the British 
Mining Industry out of existence. Were we more fairly treated many 
a good mine, now stopped, would be merrily at work, and many that 
make calls would be paying handsome dividends; as it is, we are 
simply dying by inches.

Str,—Mr. Henwood, in his paper on Irish Mining, inserted in last 
week’s Journal, says that the “ores of Ireland generally are not of 
superior excellence.” Now, surely, he must mean the aggregate of 
all minerals; as the sales of copper ores from Ireland show the fact 
that they produce double the price of the average of the ores of Devon 
and Cornwall. The ores from Berehaven, Knockmahon, Ballycum- 
misk, Holyford, Tigrony, Cronebane, &c., are casesin point. Again, 
the sulphur ores of Wicklow are exceedingly rich in the peculiar 
variety of mineral sought. True, the copper oresfrom the Connorree 
Mines have not yet brought a high value; but, if any evidence be 
required of the ultimate value of the ores from this mine, it may be

and, as far as [had traced them at the time my paper was read, 

they are shown on a small plan, one inch to a mile, on the section | 
published with my paper. Since that paper was read I have found | 
that the Symon Fault runs to the south and east of the Halesfield | 
pits, near Madeley, which pits are immediately on the south of and | 
on the line of my section through Malinslee and Stirchlee royalties, 
my section having nearly a north and south direction. The Symon 
Fault being found south of these pits shows astill greater tortuosity 
or irregularity of the line of denudation, and the distance between 
the line of denudation of the top coal and the clod coals is at 
that place only about three-eighths of a mile, or 660 yards; the 
vertical depth between the two coals being there 59 yards, gives 
an inclination of 1 in 114, showing that the bottom of the valley 
or estuary gets steeper as it comes nearer to the valley of the

THE COAL FIELDS OF NATAL—RAILWAYS. 

SIR,—As it is not generally known that the colony of Natal poss | 
sesses rich coal fields, I shall feel glad to find you consider the fol- 
lowing information worthy of a place in your columns. 

The sale of Natal coal by public auction on the market-place for | 
33, Gd. to 4s. per 100 Ib., or about 4/. sterling per ton, will be found | 
regularly quoted in the market list of the Vatal Mercury and other | 
colonial newspapers, which will verify this statement, while the price 
may prove the quality of the coal. It will be evident by this price | 
being obtained within a distance of 40 miles from the seaport where | 
coals from England could be sold for a less price and yield a profit, 
that colonial coal is preferable to the imported. Farmers passing 
the coal fields on their way to town are in the habit of stopping their | 
wagons while they take in coal enough to complete their load, and | 
when only a few sacks are necessary, the detention is too short to 
require the unyoking ci their oxen, so that they ure soon seen roll- 
ing again on their course to market. 

While riding over the north-western portion of the colony the tra- 
veller will sometimes observe a crumbling pale blue clayey slate, 
on a bed of sandstoue, supported by seams of | inch to 6 feet thick 
of black frangible coal; and in the mountains, often close at hand, 
a little search discovers marks of ancient smelting places by the many 
remains of partly vitrified clay pipes once used as bellows nozzles, 
proving the iron ore in the neighbourhood was better known and 
utilised by the past uncivilised than the present civilised owners of 
the land. There, as in partsof England, we see rich deposits of coal, 
iron ore, and limestone, so close to each other as to appear intended 
by Nature to be easily used for the commerce and comfort of the in- 
habitants of the country. Yet itis a marvellous fact, that although 
the Governor, Surveyor-General, and otherscientific menof the colony 
saw reason to name this division “ Newcastle,” from its resemblance 
in wealth of coal to the Newcastle in England, and in honour of the 
late noble duke of that name, nothing effectual has been done to en- 
gage the assistance of European capitalists to work these resources. 

Those who are aware of the correctness of this statement must 
feel it difficult to realise, unless they suppose the Government will 
not encourage the commerce and prosperity of the country, how a 
sritish colony, having such treasures, noted for the salubrity of the 
climate, superior intelligence and enterprise of the colonists, should 
remain without railways or without the means of supplying with co- 
lonial coal the depots of the numerous steamers coaling at the neigh- 
bouring ports from coal supplied from England. 

The result of a line of railway commencing at the seaport, and 
running 150 miles inland, through the coal fields, can be easily ima- 
gined when it is known that large tracts of well-watered fertile coun- 
try, extending from this distance a long way into the interior, are 
occupied in many parts by the emigrant Dutch Boer, and produce 
most descriptions of cereals, as well as butter and wool: but while 
the only means of conveyance to the seaport remains, as it is now, 
by ox-wagons, over roads passing through bridgeless rivers, and parts 
near the coast, where the pasture often proves poisonous to oxen bred 
in the high wheat country, there is no encouragement for such agri- 
cultural industry. 

Therefore, instead of this fair colony not only exporting her coal, 
but large quantities of grain, to the neighbouring colony, they are 
both frequently compelled to import supplies from Australia, Chili, 
and the United States, and it is not surprising when we find other 
civilising and wealth-producing branches of industry wither away 
in their infancy from the same cause. 

We know, too, that not many hundred miles from this point the labour of the 
woolly-headed African is of so li'tle value that his savage chief or captor gains 
more by selling hfm bodily to a slaver, for a price small enough to leave a profit 
after covering the risk of being captured by Her Majesty’s cruisers, than he would 
by the price of his labour ; whereas, if industrial establishments were formed 
which would naturally be the case were the resources here mentioned utilised, 
the African labourer, even 500 miles from thecolony, would be too valuable for 
the slave trade, and as in the present state of the colony large gangs of these 





people travel several hundred miles from their homes to seek employment among 
the white men, many more would then come, and as they now do, return home 


gathered (like the precipitate) from the peculiarly rich water pro- 
ceeding from the lode; a rich future is in store for this property. 

A short time will show Mr. Henwood, and the world too, that the 
ores of Ireland not only surpass in quality but in quantity those of 
any but the most highly favoured and extensively wrought districts. 
The Holyford district will shortly resume its former position, and, by 
the appliances of capital and machinery now being brought to bear, 
will soon bring out not only these but other neglected places. In 
mentioning these things, I have no wish to find fault with Mr. Hen- 
wood’s well-meant endeavours, but hope he will continue to publish 
them—they cannot but do good; and every Irishman ought to be 
obliged by his efforts to explain and instruct; still, he must remember 
to be correct.

MINING AND OTHER INDUSTRIES OF IRELAND—No., II. 


S1k,—It has often been remarked, certainly with truth, that such 
a thing may occur as over-advocating a cause, more especially when 
generalities are professedly the subjects of consideration, and thus 
retard the principles the efforts were meant to advance. This may 
have been the case with the Editor of the late “Irish Industrial 
Magazine ” (a work, by the way, of immense value to Ireland, perhaps 
for that very reason neglected by the Irish), who, from what we deem 
false delicacy, kept Irish Mining as one of her peculiar national 
sources of wealth in the back ground, or, at all events, did not give 
it that distinctive prominence which we hold the subject justly de- 
serves. Ina publication like the Mining Journal, whose columns 
are devoted to pursuits of this character, no such punctilio need be 
observed. We by no means purpose to confine our remarks to any 
one of Ireland’s numerous branches of home industries, yet we can- 
didly confess our partiality to her mines, believing, as we do, that 
their development tends as much, or more (if wisely prosecuted), than 
any other natural resource to real and abiding prosperity ; in fact, 
that the conversion of inert matter into manufacturing and trading 
material has been, and must ever be, the foundation of a nation’s 
greatness, creating employment and dispensing comfort and happi- 
ness. We do not profess to claim ever-continuing success and pro- 
sperity for one particular mine, or even one series; past as well as 
every day’s experience teaches us the contrary, but it also proves 
that mines once properly opened frequently continue for ages, cause 
search for others, and, whilst they are at work, are the causes which 
even make deserts smile, barren wastes populous, hamlets to become 
towns, and villages to attain the grandeur and wealth of cities. 

We need hardly ask what would Great Britain have been without 
her mines of coal, iron, tin, copper, lead, &c.? What was Glasgow 
before her iron and coal districts were wrought, in comparison to her 
present greatness? The development of mines has been the very 
cause of such magnificent results. The whole of our boasted com- 
merce springs from this foundation. Mining has been practised 
in Great Britain and Wales from time immemorial, yet it has not 
decayed, nor do the mines show symptoms of exhaustion ; the in- 
crease of population, the vast demand created by the advance of 
civilisation, and the requirements for utility or luxury, form a mar- 
ket which a few years since would have been deemed improbable or 
impossible. To meet these prodigious necessities countries and climes 
have been sought and populated, physical difficulties have been over- 
come ; in fact, every obstacle has been conquered by the powerful 
influences of capital and industry for the acquisition of metallic 
wealth contained in the soil and rocks of such districts. 

Strange as it may appear, it is no less the fact that in this race of 
improvement and vigorous exploration Ireland has been grossly neg- 
lected; there may have been, and probably were, many causes, poli- 
tical or otherwise, to retard the good work. With the former of 
these we have nothing now to do, were we ever so much inclined— 
they do not now exist; the latter we have a right to examine and 
discuss, and endeavour to correct and dispel. The foremost, “the 
very head and front of the offending,” was, and is, prejudice, be- 
gotten by ignorance in this as in all other instances. Next, the 
idiosyneracy of a desire for something from home, and a willingness 
to believe and credit other countries for possessing greater natural 
benefits than are to be found in the land of our birth—a restlessness, 
and seeking after “supposed realities.” Pope describes the idea as 
“Man never is but always to be blessed.” One great hindrance to 
prosperity in Irish mining pursuits hitherto has been the suicidal 
policy of the landed proprietors, who demanded exorbitant dues: 
hearing of the vast sums realised by wany British landowners for 
mines on their estates, they think if you apply for liberty to work 
Irish minerals the same must accrue tothem. They reasoned fally, 
that if you require their lands you must have some very extraordi- 
narily substantial reason, or you would not embark capital, there- 
fore they must necessarily have immense hidden riches in their pos- 
session. They know they are independent of you—* It did for father 
and it will do for me,” is the axiom on the principle of which they 
act, forgetting the practice of mining causes a large demand for 
manual labour, and confers all the blessings we have described. 

We are happy to be enabled to report better feelings and motives 
rapidly developing themselves; we have to record instances in which 
recent grants have been made of valuable setts in county Mayo, on 
terms of 1-20th, lease for 61 years ; in county Monaghan for 31 years, 
at 1-18th, instead of the obsolete 1-7th or 1-10th. Now, these are as 
they should be ; such liberality will soon induce an influx of capital, 
create rivalry, and exploration. 

We hold certain localities of Ireland to be now what the mineral- 
producing districts of Great Britain once were—abounding with rich 
deposits at or near the very surface. In Cornwall, Devon, Dur- 
ham, Cumberland, Yorkshire, Wales, and Scotland we have found the 
traces of ancient works of which no history remains, now known as 
those of the “Old Men.” The old men have proved by these said 
remains that they were good miners. They knew how and where to 
find lodes, and how to work them at a profit with even the rude ap-

MANUFACTURE OF PEAT, 


Srr,—In all propositions for applying peat asa fuel the great di 
culty has been to obtain density combined with solidity, except ~ 
cost which rendered the use of it altogether out of the question . 
obviate the difficulty, Mr. E, Sharpe, C.E., of Paris, has Provision ] 4 
specified an improved method of agglomerating peat, which will, i 
doubt, he generally adopted as soon as it becomes known. The’ 
glomerates are composed chiefly of peat in its natural state mj mA 
with anthracite and smiths’ coal, the proportions of these two laine 
varying with the nature of the peats used. The proportion of ro 
thracite may further vary according to its degree of combustit 4 
ness, To obtain a good agglomeration the materials must be first 
thoroughly washed, crushed, ground, and mixed together thus j; : 
sort of mill. The matters are brought separately, and in suitable 
proportions ,by three endless chains with buckets into a hopper, t 
the bottom of which a nut or cone striated or channelled vertically 
first reduces the matters into fragments which fall between the 
grinding stones, and from which they issue in the shape of dust 
This dust, in falling into the multure chest or trough, is spread and 
mixed by small blades, carried by arms fixed on, and actuated by 
the shaft carrying the running stone. The matters then pass by the 
mill scuttle into @ pit, and are conducted by a chain with buckets 
into an agglomerating machine with mixer, such as the “mazeline,” 
the “borard,” or othermachine. As the matters arrive in this mixer 
a tap furnishes regularly the cement necessary to the agglomeration, 
which cement is dry pitch or pitch and coal tar rendered liquid and 
mixed. The agglomerates thus manufactured may be used as they 
issue from the machine. The proportions Mr. Sharpe usually em. 
ploys are—peat, 55 per cent.; anthracite, 20 per cent.; smiths’ coal 
15 per cent.; and dry pitch, or liquid tar, 10 per cent.; but he doe. 
not always strictly adhere to these proportions, 

Now, it seems to me that this is by far the most practical sugges. 
tion which has yet been made in connection with the utilisation oj 
peat, as I consider that by its adoption the trouble of drying the peat 
would be got rid of, and facilities would be offered for the use of t 
large quantity of small anthracite coal, which is at present almost 
totally useless. It would be very interesting, no doubt, to the readers 
of the Journal if the results obtained at any works where the process 
is in use were made known, and would, probably, lead to the intro. 
duction of the invention elsewhere.—Oct, 25, Oo 2 


BLASTING BY ELECTRICITY, 

Sir,—In reply to the letter of “H. E.,” in last week’s Journal, | 
beg you to insert the following statements. “1H. E.” says “we must 
havea battery sold at 1/.,and fusees at 5s. per 100.” As my fuseesare 
sold at 4s. 2d. per 100, I think I have only to notice his attack on the 
battery. A 1/. battery can be nothing else but a very cheap galvanic 
battery. If such a thing is used it must be cleaned every week ; for 
those elements which produce a current strong enough to heat a 
small wire at the distance of 60 yards do not last longer than a week, 
The cleaning requires a total disarrangement of the battery. Do 
you think a miner could do this? Asto the proposed substitution of 
the magnetic machine for the frictional electric machine, but one 
opinion can exist—that the magneto-electric current requires a per- 
fect insulation of the wires ; whereas the spark of the large con- 
denser of my electric machine is sufticiently insulated by suspending 
the galvanised chief conducting wires on wooden rollers where there 
is ore, and by laying them on the rock where there is noore. If, there- 
fore, a magneto-electric machine is offered at 2/., this offer does not 
include the whole of the expense, as 60 to 80 yards of an extremely 
strong submarine cable is also necessary ; and if the cable should 
be cut by the explosions, the miner will be rather troubled with the 
repair. Tr give the decisive blow against the magnetic attack, | 
have only to mention that in a quarry my machine totally dispenses 
with the covering of the wire; and that the expenses for igniting one 
blast are, therefore, only 3d. the fusee, and 1-10th of 1d. the unco- 
vered iron wire inside the hole—total, 6-10th of 1d. No repair will 
ever be necessary, at least for one or two years; and care is not to 
taken for keeping it in order, as the box is not allowed to be opened,

GUN-COTTON, AND NITRO-GLYCERINE, 

S1r,—It is neither my desire nor intention to engage in a personal 
controversy with your correspondents, Mr. Cragg or Messrs. Webb 
and Co.; but it is, perhaps, due to you that I should make a few re- 
marks on their letters, as they impugn the accuracy of my state- 
ments. On examination, it appears that my errors consist in saying 
that “the blasts were to be fired simultaneously by means of elec- 
tricity,’ and that they were conducted under the superintendence of 
the local agents of the manufacturers of this dangerous compound.” 
Exception is then taken to my knowledge of the use of nitro-glyce- 
rine, because I made the comparison of equal danger in withdraw- 
ing a lost charge, whatever be the explosive compound. Supposing 
I had been altogether incorrect in my details, the fact that a serious 
and fatal accident has resulted from the incautious use of nitro-gly- 
cerine would still remain uncontroverted ; and as I was only desir- 
ous of calling public attention to the unknown and destructive cha- 
racter of this powerful agent, and the desirability of controlling its 
use, or of taking such precautions as would prevent the needless 
jeopardising of valuable lives, my object is gained, and it is unne- 
cessary to enlarge on details which are but of little or no import- 
ance. I may, however, take the opportunity of stating that I am 
acquainted with the practical use of gunpowder, gun-cotton, and 
nitro-glycerine, and I certainly consider I am fully justified in say- 
ing, that though glycerine may be decidedly stronger than powder, 
and, perhaps, somewhat stronger than gun-cotton, its use is attended 
at present with very much greater danger. Gunpowder and gun- 
cotton will only explode by fire, or by an artificial heat, of which 
fire is the visible sign; nitro-glycerine, on the contrary, explodes 
principally by shaking or concussion; and some eminent chemists 
affirm, also, by spontaneous combustion. Firemust be produced arti- 
ficially, but concussion will be the result of almost any or every 
movement on the part of men whose movements are never of the gen- 
tlest. A false step of the miner, the fall of the material, or force 
exerted in tamping, may each explode the glycerine and produce a 
fatal accident. And I am not clear that if water-tamping be used 
the charge can be withdrawn with safety by means of a sponge or # 
wisp of hay, as described by your correspondents. Water-tampiug 
is, however, not always or necessarily used ; and I believe I am cor- 
rect in saying that Mr. ©. Kersey Cooper, who first introduced this 
material to the Welsh quarries, and in whose judgment I have great 
faith, prefers a tamping of slate dust to any other. 

My opinion is still unshaken that this material should not at pre- 
sent be used, except under the strictest supervision, and no man 
should have the opportunity, which was here given, of leaving an un- 
exploded charge for two days in a hole, unknown to the manager of 
the quarry, and then to bore a second hole within three inches of the 
first, a proceeding which would not have been attended with danger 
had either gun-cotton or gunpowder been used, and is, indeed, very 
commonly resorted to in such cases. Much must be done before 
nitro-glycerine can come into general use, for the compound is not 
stable—is much affected by changes of temperature—from being 2 
liquid is inelastic, and, therefore, explodes when its particles i 
displaced by shaking—is a deadly poison—and is very difficult a 
dangerous to convey from place to place; and I would suggest that, 
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1 its qualities are far better understood, it should be entirely 
gil om the hands of ignorant and unskilful men, and that its use 
cept 1 be restricted to all cases in which there is a proper and ‘re- 
shoul ie supervision; and that authorised rules and regulations, 
gor in what manner the manufacturers recommend its applica- 
por the various points in which such application differs from 
‘raud gun-cotton, should be issued to the miners, in Welsh as 

. in English, which has not yet been done, although many 
vel oho can read the former cannot decipher the latter. Attention 
ee a precautions may and must retard its adoption, but they will 
. vy incite the manufacturers to better understand its qualities, to 
oa pores its manifold dangers and objections, and to produce it in 
ae state that mankind may derive the maximum of benefit and 
ey from its use, instead of the minimum, which they certainly 
wet now.— Oct. 94, os B, T, J. 


y THE PROOFING OF ROCKS AND OTHER BUILDING 
YATERIALS (NATURAL AND ARTIFICIAL MINERAL COM- 
poUNDS). 
gr,—The necessity of first ascertaining the quality and fitness of 
he raw material, before making extensive use of the same for build- 
iw yoofing, road-making, and other purposes, is obvious, As a 
pres of course, a study of the mineral components of rocks is of 
greatest importance, and has evidently been a guide to builders 
the gr : : ee 
from the most ancient times; and it is very probable that such study 
has not been carried on by the aid of artificial analysis, but more by 
, careful watching of the effects of natural agencies upon rocks, or 
ypon one or other of their components. In a mountain range (say) 
of granite we find, as a rule, that some parts have been acted upon 
by jecomposing agencies more than others, and, of course, we hence 
elect for our purposes those lines or layers that have proved the least 
vjelding to such agencies, and there is reason to presume that that 
principle has been acted upon with respect to all other rocks from 
time immemorial. Coming nearer to our times—the general prac- 
tical rules which guided the builder, for example, of the elegant, but 
intensely solid spire of the Minster of Strasburg, should, it is to be 
jesired, still guide the practical men of our day. It may, however, 
jean open question whether due attention has been paid to such 
imple rules in the selection of the material for the Houses of Par- 
jjament. In those buildings, the stones which appear most affected 
iy decomposing agencies seem (as far as I was able to ascertain) to 
contain larger grains of impermeable mineral (quartz, slightly opal- 
event), embedded in a highly permeable cement, while the stones 
that are least affected present a surface of very small, but numerous 
impermeable minerals, more or less closely packed together. Clearly 
this circumstance, apparently insignificant from a general geolo- 
vical point of view, but very important from a builder’s point of 
yew, should have been taken notice of already in the selection of 
the stone in the quarry. It isa matter of course that the mode of 
»roceeding by which the quality and fitness of a stone or slate is to 
jwascertained and tested should be determined by the purpose for 
which the said materials are destined. A proof by fire can scarcely 
je said to be a proper test for materials which are chiefly destined 
to resist the influence of atmospheric agencies—of moisture, of water ; 
while, on the other hand, in the case of materials destined for the 
ystruction of furnaces and other structures, where they will be ex- 
nosed to the action of great heat, no extra trouble need be taken in 
order to test their capacity for resisting aqueous agencies. 
In all cases of testing rocks, it is necessary that the various sam- 
: tobe tested for certain purposes should all be of a uniform 
ejual shape and bulk, either cubes or of other convenient form, and 
care should be taken that they should all bear the same relation be- 
tween their internal structure or grain and their external shape, in 
order to ensure a fair trial—that is to say, in case of, for example, 
sate rock, we should take careincutting the cubes, &c., so that the tex- 
ture or cleavage planes be parallel with two and at right angles with 
the rest of the cubes ; as, obviously, we should never be able to ob- 
tain a fair trial were we to cut one cube so that the cleavage planes 
would cut it diagonally, and another so that they were parallel and 
at right angles, and then submit both cubes to the crushing test. If 
we heap (say) 100 bricks or stone blocks one on the top of the other, 
it is clear that the lowermost block has to sustain the pressure of the 
weight of the 99 remaining blocks, the next of 98, and so on; while 
the uppermost has to sustain no weight whatever ; and it will hence 
be seen that for any structures the test of pressure, or crushability, 
forthe materials therein to be employed is a very important one. 
This test, as is well-known, consists in subjecting the sample cubes 
to the pressure of heavy weights, either with or without the interfer- 
ence of a lever, marking the number of pounds to the inch the cube 
can sustain without being crushed, and the weight required to crush 
the same, if it be deemed necessary to go so far. Then there is the 
breaking test, where the stone rests on supports at both ends, its 
centre being exposed to the necessary pressure or weight. 
In military structures it is important to ascertain the degree of brit- 
tleness, the internal cohesion of its particles, of a material, how it 
behaves under a smart blow, into what shapes of fragments it 
breaks, whether its breaking up is springy or more dead, and from 
what side the administered blow has the greatest, and from what side 
the least, brenking-up effect. Miners and quarrymen, who are accus- 
tomed to breaking up rocks with sledge hammers, know very well that 
an inexperienced man may hammer a long time if he strikes the 
stone on the wrong side, while an experienced man smashes it with 
only one, or at most a very few blows, and I need scarcely say that 
the circumstance should not be lost sight of in the construction of 
nilitary works which may be exposed to the battering of artillery, and, 
asa rule, those sides of the blocks on which a blow given would be 
least destructive to the cohesion of the component particles should be 
turned to the exposed front, whether the work be iron-plated* or not. 
We might even say that not only in sustaining weight or pressure, 
but also in resisting action of water and weather, much depends upon 
the position of the stone in the structure with respect to its internal 
texture or grain; this applies to almost all rocks, including varieties 
of sandstones and limestones, whose grain may not be identifiable 
at first sight ; and, as the position of the stones in their original de- 
posit affords a good criterion in this respect, I would suggest that the 
respective sides of blocks be marked already in the quarry as a guide 
tothe builder. The chemical tests may be of importance in so far 
asit has been stated that the atmosphere of large towns and the fumes 
of chimneys invariably contain acids, &c., ingredients which exert 
chemical action upon the surface of stones; but the above, as well 
as the freezing test, may be considered as subordinate to the tests by 
exposure and immersion—tests which everyone can institute with- 
out much trouble, and which, probably, have been the guides of 
builders in the most remote ages.t Of each kind of rock to be tested 
we should have several sample cubes—say, a set of threeof each kind 
of rock—all, as stated, equal in size and shape. In the first place, 
they are each weighed, and the weight of each noted down; then 
they should be slowly and carefully dried ; but greatcare should be 
taken not to expose them to much heat, as that would defeat the ob- 
ject, either by rendering, through partial melting, less weather- 
enduring materials more impermeable, or by destroying opalescence 
of cement by calcining substances which otherwise are perfectly 
water and weather proof. A thorough drying is neceassary in order 
to ensure an equality of condition, as possibly some of the samples 
might have been previously more exposed than others to moisture, 
Xe. The various samples should be marked so that they could be 
easily identified. After drying each sample is again weighed, and 
its Weight recorded. One set is kept untested to serve as a criterion; 
another set is then placed in a position where it is well exposed to 
the alternate action of air and wind, rain and sunshine, and the 
changes of temperature ; another set is simply immersed in water. 
After having been exposed in chis manner for some time they are 
taken, superfluous external moisture is removed, and then each cube 
8 again weighed. Those cubes whose weight has gained most as 
Compared with their weight before immersion or exposure will, in all 
Probability, be the least durable on exposure to weather and water, 
to changes of frost and warmth; and, vice versa, those cubes which

other what may be called mechanical tests. The test by age—by ob- 
serving the behaviour of the various materials in their natural layers 
—has already been hinted at. Stones cropping out (in the Northern 
hemisphere) on the northern slopes of mountains, and which, never- 
theless, show least signs of decay, would be best adapted to the north 
sides of buildings and other structures; while, perhaps, the same 
rock, broken on south slopes of hills, might prove less durable for 
exposed positions. There is reason to believe that our ancestors took 
note of this and similar observations, as we may notice in the re- 
cords of building of ramparts and city walls, &c., it being improbable 
that they should have carted the material from long distances, in 
cases where the very foundations of their structures stood on the 
same formation of rock, if it had not been on account of their know-

THE LEAD PENCIL TRADE IN AMERICA, 


S1R,—The United States can now boast of two great lead pencil 
factories ; and when it is considered that the consumption of lead 
pencils reaches the enormous number of 500,000,000 annually, there 
can be little doutt that there is ample room for enterprise. The Bor- 
rodaile Mines, in Cumberland, have always supplied the best quality 
of lead, but the deposit is so nearly exhausted, that but very few 
genuine Cumberland pencils are nowmade. In Germany, where the 
pencil trade is the most flourishing, there are several manufactories, 
the largest of which is at Stein, kept by the Faber Brothers. It is a 
family business with them, their father and grandfather having been 
engaged in it before them, and has been carried on until the name 
of Faber, as a pencil maker, enjoysa high reputation. In Germany 
the pencils are made entirely by hand, but the American Lead Com- 
pany perform nearly all the work by machinery. The first atten- 
tion in making pencils is given to the sawing of the wood. Florida 
cedar is used principally by the company, and is cut by the saw into 
different sizes, until the right one is come to. After that, one set of 
the wooden slips are grooved, and are fitted to other pieces, called 
“covers,” and then left till the lead is inserted. The plumbago is 
not properly prepared until it has gone through a process of break- 
ing, cleaning, mixing, pressing, and baking. When it comes out it 
is refined and separated from all ingredients, and it is then placed 
in a bowl-shaped machine, where it is rolled and mixed. It is next 
pressed, and this is the most interesting of the various degrees of 
preparation it undergoes. A cylinder with tubes in the bottom is used, 
and through these run the lead in hexagon, round, or any other shape 
wanted, and is received in coil underneath by a small boy, who ma- 
nages the board on which it falls with great dexterity. Other boys 
take the lead afterwards and put it into models, which are then sent 
to the heating room for drying and hardening ; for the lead when it 
comes from the press is soft and flexible, and wanting in tenacity. 
It is left in the heating room one day, when it is removed to a kiln, 
where it is putinto crucibles, and burned after the manner of burning 
brick. When this is done about twenty girls are kept employed in 
putting the leads into grooves and gluing on the covers ; and this 
work is performed in a very rapid and systematic style. The cutting 
of the strip is done by knives run by a machine, and after they are 
turned out are put into another machine, where they are smoothened. 
From there they go to the carpenter’s shop, where the ends are neatly 
cut, and they then pass through the polisher’s hands, the printer’s, 
the counter’s, and are finally put in boxes ready for sale.

ENGLAND'S FUTURE, FROM THE PRICE OF METALS, 
MINERALS, AND SLATE. 


Srr,—You will excuse me for calling your notice to the position of 
trade. At this time nearly everything is in a state of lethargy, but 
slate, the metals, and minerals are particularly so. Prices are fear- 
fully low; in fact, the market appears to be overstocked to such an 
extent as to become ruinous to a large portion of English mines, a 
great number of which are suspended, and thousands of labourers 
thrown out of employment, with no other resource than to emigate or apply to 
the Union for relief. Then what is to be done with these surplus labourers, all 
able and willing to work; in fact, these are the most civilised and* useful class 
of men England ever produced. How are they to be supported? Union relief 
is no remedy, it is only astarving pittance, that breeds discontent in every land. 
These men are not wanted in England as agricultural labourers: that branch 
is already overstocked ; they are as useless as Weavers or the manufacturers of 
cutlery, and railways have a sufficient supply of labourers ; then something must 
be done with them, Here is the most useful class of men that the world ever 
possessed, men who, in bygone days, carried England to the topof the tree; this 
they did by their own perseverance, and without the aid of anyone, Government 
never aided them even with a laboratory or school till too late. The day is 
turned ; this is a class of men that will not be content with Union pittances ; 
all those who have the means will emigrate; then the question arises—Can the 
Legislature devise means, so as to cause the price of metals to advance sufficiently 
to again open up English mines to give them employment? if not, let them and 
the Unions advance them money to enable them to settle in some foreign land, 
as I am confident there is not a country in the world but has its mineral re- 
sources, the majority of which are but partly developed; and the people are 
ever ready to join the English miner, whose fame is known in every clime, to 
open up their mines. The miner thatemigrates must not expect the inhabitants 
to come out with railroad speed; they are naturally slow, still he would find 
himself far better off than in the English Union: and as remunerating mines 
turn up, so he would progress. He has nothing to fear, he will find shoal mines 
in every land, where metals and minerals can be raised cheaper than in England, 
as provisions and labour costs not over half what it does in England; besides 
the steam navigation and railroads, and the electric telegraph, have so natu- 
ralised the world that people are to be met at every station with specifications, 
and offering to introduce every new invention, not omitting the steam-engine, 
the iron or the copper furnace, or to purchase all the ore that he and his new- 
formed company can raise. 

It is not now as it was 20 years since. Science has progressed, and every nation 
has discovered that it is the metallic resources which have carried England to the 
height of her glory. There is not a nation in the world that is not endeavour- 
ing to open up her metallic resources, but is in poverty. In this day, if a good 
mine is found in the interior of a country, the Government is alive to its value, 
and a railway will be carried to it at once. The men of England now discover 
that low-priced copper is brought from the interior of South America, so as to 
undersell the English copper in the market ; and wherever productive mines are 
found, smelting is sure to follow, and they will refine their metals, and bring 
them to every market to compete with the English produce, 

I believe it is the past misgovernment of our Legislature, by the imposition 
of rates and taxes, with high dues, and the Fishery Protection Act, that has 
driven the metallic miner from the land—it caused them to emigrate. These 
men, as I before stated, are shrewd and keen-eyed : they soon discovered that 
shoal mines could be opened in nearly every country, and the produce brought 
into the market cheaper than it could be producea from our long-wrought 
deep English mines. It is the driving out of English miners that has already 
caused six times the quantity of metals to be brought to the market than there 
was before they emigrated ; this caused the supply to overreach the demand, 
hence came the depression in price ; but the door is open, and I fear not again to 
be closed. The more the English miner emigrates the —— will be the in- 
crease of foreign metals. We must bear in mind the world is large, and not one- 
thousandth part of her minerals are yet explored, or even known. If some plan 
is not devised to consume the supply, all the English mines will shortly become 
suspended—that is, all but iron and coal; and these very miners who are now 
driven to emigrate, whether from their own resources or by the aid of the Govern- 
ment or the Union, are only to be likened to arming them with a two-edged 
sword ; each of these men will bring two tons of metal to the market for every 
ton they rose when in England ; they are bound to do the best they can for them- 
selves. I think all clear-sighted men must see England’s future looming in the 
distance. I may further remark, that in whatever country metals are found a 
staff of men are there to be raised. As provisions are cheap and labourers are 
plentiful, good men can be had for ls. 6d. per day ; and the miner who emigrates 
and finds a mine, will take care to use these men. I notice in Messrs. Taylor's 
mines abroad they have only the staff of Englishmen, but none can deny that it 
was the British miner that first discovered, worked, and carried out the main 
source of England's greatness. I will say more; it planted the first standard of 
commerce—that standard led the world to civilisation. 

Ithink but few men have watched England’s metallic produce closer than my- 
self. I see what I long predicted gradually gaining ground, and I venture to say 
publicly that I believe England’s future prosperity is dependent upon the price 
of metalsand the working of herown mines, If these are closed, and the miners 
go, then her golden age will close. Iam aware that many of England's narrow- 
minded men are ready to, and do say, let our mines go ; we will purchase cheap 
foreign metals to keep up our manufacture and English commerce, but I say as 
sure as the mines go, the manufacture will follow. Wherever mines are found, 
and smelting is established, there cheap metals and cheap labour will be found, 
and the manufacture is sure tofollow, There is no country in Europe that labours 
under such disadvantage to manufacture as England, and the eyes of all Europe 
are open to it, and they are daily makingexcursions through our manufacturing 
districts to pick up the best machinery and the most useful men to aid them to 
carry out the same branch in their own country; but look to the cheap labour 
in these countries, and where four of them will live on what will maintain one 
Englishman. Their house rent is amere nothing. Englishmen generally think 
no men know anything but themselves; in this they err. I have seen many a 
foreigner do work that would make an unassuming Englishman blush. While 
travelling with two foreigners that were on the look-out to set up business, one 
had some doubt that they should not get on, when the other remarked, ‘* Let 
us get up the work and plant, and we know the worst. We have only to givea 
John Bull an extra pound per week, and plenty of drink, for one year, and he 








will put us all right,’ This is just what the foreigner is now doing. Since the 
first great Exhibition the miners have emigrated, and with them the great iron 
and copper smelting furnaces have emigrated also, and have found their way 
into the interior of Russia, North and South America, and elsewhere ; the result 
of which is that the French, Belgians, and Americans have become exporters of 
steam-engines, even sending them to Englatid by scores. The French and Bel- 
gians even undersell us in cast-iron and railway bars, and they manufacture cut- 
lery cheaper than they doin England; and I say thatevery branch of manufac- 
ture will follow the metals and fire. I care not as to the source from which fire 
is produced, so long as it is effective. They say England is prosperous from her 
commerce ; I grant it te a certain extent. Then where is it going? Has nota 
large portion sone to India to supply the destruction by the late rebellion 2? And 
other countries, to a certain extent, are debarred from sending their goods there. 
Then comes Australia, with her great gold fields and high wages. Next comes 
America ; after a ruinous war and high wages, the stock has to be replenished, 
but I ask how long will America be before shesupplies herself with almost every 
article she wants? Iam inclined tothink that the day is fast approaching when 
America will even spin her own cotton. What keeps its manufactures in Eng- 
land at this time but her already immensely established and costly plant ? 
What has principally caused the late money panic but English manufacturers 
furnishing supplies to foreigners on credit? Thiscannotcontinue. I shallcon- 
tinue my remarks on the subject in next week’s Journal.

PROSPECTS IN THE CARADON DISTRICT, 


Sir,—This district embraces by far the richest copper mine in 
Cornwall, the famous SOUTH CARADON, whose market value is about 
180,0002., and my last visit to the mines of this locality fully confirms 
the opinion which I have long entertained—that this productive 
channel of copper-bearing ground stretches for a great length east 
and west of it.

The proposed new shaft 
will come down in the middle of a group of lodes, all of which have proved enor- 
mously rich in the adjoining mine, under circumstances which contrast favour- 
ably with this piece of ground. I have a strong opinion that in carrying out 
this necessary work large shallow deposits of copper ore will befound ; in form- 
ing this opinion, I am guided in a great measure by what proved to be the case 
in the development of Allen’s lode, where a bunch of ore was met with not far 
from surface, from which profit to the extent of 30,0001. wasmade. This deposit 
is parallel to where these lodes will be opened up, so that it is no more than fair to 
presume that in connection with the magnificent patches of decomposed elvan 
known to be here its prosecution will be attended with corresponding results. 
In my last I stated that the 170 cross-cut was nearing Downing’s lode, and that 
I attached some importance to it when met with; I am happy to say this lode 
has been cut, and is turning ont well, but the point of paramount importance 
to the future of this property is the meeting of Jope’s lode in the 92 cross-cut, 
and which cannot be far off. This lode has yielded enormous returns in South 
Caradon, and the eastern part of West Caradon, and so confident are those who 
know the nature, and consequently the value, of it, that a great demand has 
sprung up for the shares, which have risen since I first inspected and drew at- 
tention to it from 10/. to 18/. per share; and I again reiterate that even the pre- 
sent is only a tythe part of its prospective value.

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THE INTERNATIONAL ATLANTIC Anp PACIFIC JUNCTION 
RAILWAY ACROSS NICARAGUA, 


An important meeting was held at the London Tavern, on Tues- 
day, for the purpose of receiving from Capt. Bedford Pim, R.N., a 
statement with reference to the present position and prospects of his 
projected railway transit through Nicaragua, forming a link between 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans—a desideratum recently rendered of 
the greatest importance by the opening of the Panama route to New 
Zealand and Australia.

Wood), H. Sewell, and G. W. Scott, Charles Bell (Thomson, Bonar, 
and Co.), — Pembroke (Stringer, Pembroke, and Co.), G. W. Ewen, 
Consul-General for Costa Rica and Guatemala, Robert Wilson (di- 
rector of the Panama, New Zealand, and Australia Company), S. 
Laurence (Laurence, Son, and Pearce), T. Robson (Joshua Hutchison 
and Son), James Pillan, John Procter, J. H. Murchison, F.R.G.S., 
and upwards of 100 other gentlemen interested in the subject. 

Admiral YouNG having been unanimously voted to the chair, 
stated that his first duty would be to call upon Capt. Bedford Pim, 
R.N., to explain to the meeting the position and prospects of his 
proposed route through Nicaragua. 

Capt. BEDFORD Pim, R.N., who on rising was enthusiastically re- 
ceived, commenced by stating that those who had perused the docu- 
ments, and examined the several maps upon the table, had obtained, 
he hoped, some knowledge of the commercial and national importance 
of his projected route between the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, and, 
therefore, he felt it was only necessary to allude to some of its leading 
points. In the first place, it had at least one peculiarly advantageous 
feature—it was not a speculation, inasmuch as at the present mo- 
ment the Central American Transit Company, with manifold disad- 
vantages, carried, when he was there in 1865 (last year), 1500 pas- 
sengers from New York and 900 from San Francisco during one 
month; but as to the route adopted by that company, he had recently 
received a letter from his agent in New York, which informed him 
that, in spite of the enormous difficulties—such, for instance, as a 
sand-bar across the mouth of the river, compelling the passengers to 
change from one boat to another, and sometimes in the middle of the night--no 
less than 500 passengers sailed from New York on Sept. 27 to pass through Nica- 
ragua. Although these difficulties had been encountered for something like ten 
years the traffic had not decreased. He remembered when he was senior naval 
officer that he was unable to euter the harbour in the Gorgon, the ship he com- 
manded, from the silting up of the bar, although three years previously a sail- 
ing frigate had entered against a head-wind with ease. Thus, the Central Ame- 
rican Transit route, via the River San Juan, was exposed to the greatest dis- 
advantages; but, in spite cf everything, the Nicaraguan route was preferrei, 
although the same fare as the Panama Railroad was charged, simply because it 
was much more healthy, «nd so much shorter to San Francisco. Another ad- 
vantage of his route over the existing one was, that being a railway it could 
never *‘ silt up.”” To show that there were solid grounds for regarding it as a 
substantial undertakirg, he might mention that he had had the honour of an 
interview with the Emperor of the French, who not only expressed a strong 
opinion in favour of the project, but intimated that considerable aid would be 
afforded from France. M. Pereire, the well-known capitalist, must take a great 
interest, simply because the route would afford immense facilities for transit 
into she Pacific, and thus aid his Compagnie General Transatlantique. The Pa- 
nama Railway Company also was anxious to coalesce, the » ject being to maintain 
their present monopoly—that, however, would be a matter for subsequent consi- 
deration. Through his friend (Mr. Smedley) he had received a letter from Mr. F. 
Morris (the Chairman of the Central American Transit Company), expressing a 
desire to arrange some basis of a coalition, to enable them to use his steamers 
from the Lake of Nicaragua on their route to the Pacific, by which arrangement 
he would be able to ensure a through transit in something like twelve months. 
(Hear, hear.) He could only say, from his own personal observation, that there 
were no engineering difficuities, and he should be most happy to answer any 
question to the best of his ability. 

Mr. HAWKSLEY, C.E., said he had had the pleasure to be in communication 
for some years with Capt. Pim upon this subject ; he had studied the matter 
very considerably, and he had made as many enquiries upon the state of the 
country as he possibly could. The result was that he was exceedingly favour- 
able to the enterprise, although, as acautious engineer, it would be impossible in 
the absence of an engineering survey to state the actual expenditure that would 
be incurred ; but having had an opportunity of conferring with Mr. Collinson, 
a practical engineer, who knew the country well, he (Mr. Hawksley) was fully 
satisfied that a railway was quite practicable under the contr: 1 of such a gentle- 
man as Mr. Collinson, and without the intervention of contractors. All the 
materials, except iron, were upon the ground, and the gradients were very mode- 
rate. As tothe income and expenditure, there seemed no reason to doubt that 
the results estimated by Capt. Pim would be realised. The only thing he did 
doubt was the actual cost of the construction of the line, because it might 
happen that in contriving the line through the woods upon the Atlantic side, 
some portions might have to be re-laid, because it was not absolutely certain 
that the best line would be discoveredat once. Subject to those little difficulties 
and small increase of expenditure, he saw no reason whatever to doubt that 
Capt. Pim’s project would prove to be all that he had stated. (Hear.) 

Capt. Maury, LL.D., F.R.G.S., sald he had for many years given his special 
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attention tothe study of these inter-oceanic communications. Having referred 
to the comparative disadvantages and insalubrity of the Panama route, he 
stated that when he was consulted by Congress and the Government of the 
United States in reference to the Panama route he wasinformed that simply by 
taking coal from the Atlantic to the Pacitie a profit of $700,000 per annum would 
be realised; but his subsequent researches in the field of physical geography had 
satisfied him that this could never be the case in regard to the Panama route, 
in consequence of the famous calms which beset that region ; but he was happy 
to inform the meeting that his researches had also conclusively proved that the 
Nicaragua route, on the contrary, would command this necessary traffic, inas- 
much as favourable breezes prevailed there against the Panama calms, and, 
therefore, sailing vessels would use Capt. Pim’s route quite as much as steamers. 
He stated that the Nicaragua route was not only incomparably more healthy, 
but it was something like 700 miles less, and occupied three days shorter time. 
Notwithstanding the opposition of the Panama Company, there were carried last 
year by the present Central American route 27,000 passengers against 14,000, 
which showed that the Nicaragua over the Panama route, as far as the com- 
munication between the east and west coast of North America was concerned, 
was not a matter of opinion, but of certainty. He did not pretend to have any 
knowledge of the engineering difficulties that might arise, because he knew no- 
thing about them, but he had studied the route in its commercial bearings and 
in its physical aspects, and of all the routes across Central America that now 
proposed appeared to be most inviting and the most profitable one of them all. 
(Hear, hear.) Furthermore, it appeared to him to offer the best inducements 
for investment he could see anywhere, which opinion would be supported, if only 
from the results of the Panama Railway. (Hear, hear.)—Capt. Maury, on con- 
eluding a most remarkable and interesting speech, was loudly cheered. 

Capt. MANGLEs then proposed—* That this meeting having heard the descrip- 
tive accounts of Capt. Maury, Mr. T. Hawksley, C.E., and Capt. Bedford Pim, 

t.N., are of opinion that the railway transit through Nicaragua, proposed by 
the latter gentleman, offers the best and cheapest means of connecting the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans across Central America, and that the time has arrived 
when vigorous measures should be taken for its speedy realisation.’’ It would ill 
become him, after the statement of that distinguished engineer, Mr. Hawksley, 
and also that of the world-famed Capt. Maury. to trespass upon the attention of 
the meeting, except to recommend the adoption of the resolution. He need 
hardly say that the directors of the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company were 
much interested In the success of this undertaking. He believed there was 
plenty of room for the Panama Company, which paid 24 per cent., as well as for 
thiscompany. The more facilities that were given for transit the greater were 
the number of travellers; therefore, he believed the result would be very tri- 
umphant.——Mr. T. MoXon seconded the motion, which was put and carried 
unanimously.

Mr. NOAKEsS said he would endeavour, as briefly as possible, to answer the 
several apposite questions that had been put by the previous speaker, but he 
could not help thinking that that gentleman had had but very little experience 
in mining. He appeared to have lost sight of one point—and a very material 
one—in not taking into consideration that!a mine might have all the indica- 
tions of being a rich mine, but that it required time and outlay to bring its re- 
sources into a profitable condition. Their noble and excellent Chairman: had 
referred to the prompt manner in which the machinery was provided, ajd the 
preliminaries necessary to efficiently carry out the operations at the mines, 
They all knew perfectly well that it was not within the power of Capt. Paul or 
of any other man to develope the resources of the mines without the command 
of means todoso. It was truethat, owing to native labour not being either so 
| reliable or cheap as expected, larger outlay than was at first anticipated had 
| been incurred ; but shareholders must recollect that Captain Paul had gone to a 

new mining country, where everything had to be created and the vicissitudes of 
; Seasons to be encountered ; notwithstanding, however, all these drawbacks, Capt. 
| Paul had done a great deal of surface work, and also of preparatory mining. It 
was, he (Mr. Noakes) thought, unfortunate for this company that its prospects 
had been so painted, not to say exaggerated, as to large and immediate returns. 
He, however, hoped, and indeed believed, that if due time be given the results 
would eventually bear ous substantially all the statements that had been made ; 
but certainly too much had been looked for in the infant condition of the work- 
ings. He had stated at the outset that from 3. to 31. 10s, per share at least must 
| be called up, and had at the first meeting raised his warning voice deprecating 
the expectation of grea’ results until the mines had been fairly developed. The 
shareholders must recollect that they were engaged in a mining enterprise, and 
mining was mining all over the world. He thought that, looking at the short 
| period since the commencement of the company, it was satisfactory to find the 
| machinery had so far advanced, a large proportion of it being at the mines, and 
the whole within eight miles. The mines had been inspected by agents other 
than Capt. Paul, whose reports bear out his general statements. Inthe last ad- 
vices the ore ground from San Domingo was estimated at 144 ozs. ; San Anto- 
nio, 15g, 1°54 ozs. ; and Consuelo, 20zs. In addition to these, the company pos- 
sessed other mines, with facilities for working, and he trusted and believed the

| therefore, let them, as business men and as miners, allow time for their property 
| to substantially bear out the estimates of Captain Paul, irrespective of the rich 
| ** nail,’ from which six miners extracted in a very short period no less than 
| 1400 ozs. He agreed it was disappointing that the returns had not been regularly 
| continued, but that was a matter of judgment with Captain Paul, and whether 
| he did right or not in allowing the old mills to be discontinued before the new 
| machinery was ready, he (Mr. Noakes) could not pretend to say; but, as stated 
lin the report, Capt. Paul, in consequence of a more lengthened period being re- 
| quired than was at first anticipated to put the new machinery to work, had 
| repaired the native mills and recommenced grinding, so that regular remit- 
| tances might be now expected. So far as he himself could judge from thedata 
before him, he did not expect that Capt. Paul would be able to send more than 
about 400 ozs. per month until the two water-wheels, which were each designed 
|to drive eight arrastres, were completed, after which, no doubt, the returns 
would be considerably augmented. (Hear, hear.) Taking the average pro- 
duce of the ore at its lowest yield—15g ounce per ton—although in the San Do- 
| mingo Mine there was one lode driven through from 3 to 5 feet wide, without 
reaching the north wall, and produced in places 2 ozs. of gold per ton of stuff 
| vet, taking the lowest (1% oz.), the results, with proper development, could not 
} fail to be highly profitable. As, however, he had already said, time must be

One of the sub-agents—a 
man 45 years of age, who had had considerable experience—and to whose care 
was entrusted the working of the San Domingo Mine, wrote home to the secretary 
also as follows :—** If you will buy five or six shares for me I shall be very glad, 
payment for which may be stopped out of my salary."’ (Hear,hear.) A question 
had been asked with regard to the Javali Mine, and in justice to Capt. Paul it 
should be stated that he bitterly complained of the interference that had taken 
place with the purchase of that property. All he (Mr. Noakes), in conclusion, 
could say Was that taking the reports of Capt. Paul and other agents—which 
he believed to be perfectly bona fide and truthful—and considering thecharacter

Mr. MANNING thought that shareholders, in justice to themselves, should 
look at facts as they stood. As stated in the report of the directors, the esti- 
mate, as computed by Capt. Francis, and confirmed by Capt. Paul, was stated 
to be an outlay of 25,0007. for machinery, and labour cost of at least 3000/. per 
month, and a period of two and a half years to fully accomplish all that would 
be necessary for that purpose, but at present they had only just got over one 
year. As regards the Javali Mine, the shareholders seemed to have forgotten 
the fact that if they had purchased it they would have had to pay a consider- 
able price, and by not purchasing it they had saved the money. They now had 
five or six gold mines to work, and the water-power to work them ; and, there- 
fore, they possessed the two most important elements of success. He, as a 
shareholder, and not a speculator, held his interest with the view of waiting 
for results, which he believed would prove of a favourable character. (Hear, 
hear.) He could not help thinking the completion of the tramroad for the con- 
veyance of the ore from the mines to the machinery, and thus to become in- 
dependent of the natives, was of much greater importance than sending home 
remittances of goid at this early stage of the works. Let shareholders continue 
to hold their interest, and regard the undertaking as business men. 
before them the example of St. John del Rey, which last month, upon an outlay 
of 11,0007., produced a nett profit of 8000/. If that company could realise such 
results from ore that did not contain half the quantity of gold that the Chon- 
tales Mines produced, he could see no reason why the Chontales Company should 
10t at least realise as good results as the St. John del Rey. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. J. H. MURCHISON said, as he was in some measure Instrumental in send- 
ing out Capt. Paul, and, as appeared by the discussion, that the whole of the re- 
sponsible statements that had been made as to the value of the mines was thrown 
upon him, and although nothing had been said to shake the correctness of those 
statements, yet, he thought, in fairness to Capt. Paul, the meeting ought to be 
reminded that much stronger statements as to the value of the property had 
emanated from at least one other practical man. The late Capt. Francis had 
been sent out by the board in the interest of the new company, and upon the 
strong recommendation of Mr. Noakes, who represented those shareholders who 
had entered the Chontales Company, and had no interest whatever in the 
Foreign Lands Company, which latter transferred the mines. Capt. Francis 
was sent out upon Mr. Noake’s advice for the express purpose of ascertaining 
the extent to which Capt. Paul’s reports could besubstantiated by another and 
an independent authority. He held in his hand an extract from Capt. Francis’s 
report, which was issued by the directors in January last. Captain Francis 
stated that “‘ after a careful inspection of these different mines, and looking to 
their extent, I am of opinion that it will require two and half years to put them 
all into a good course of working, and the erection of sultable machinery for 
their development. The labour cost will be about 30001. per month, and the cost 
of machinery and materials, such as would put the mines in good working order, 
would not be short of 25,0001." Now, mark the remaining part of the extract— 
**Butin the meantime, by the use of the old mills now on the mines, you will 
return gold enough to pay all the cost, and make a good profit ; and after that 
the mines are in full course of working order, you would largely increase your 
profits. I send herewith a list of thesamples.’’ And what did Captain Francis 
state with regard to the Consuelo Mine? He says—‘‘I have worked at the St. 
John del Rey and at the Catabranca Mines, in Brazil, but I never saw anything 
like this mine for its richness in all my travels.’’ The directors further stated 
that Capt. Francis also sent home some average samples from several parts of 
each mine, which he said ‘* would offer fair proofs of the value of the mines,’’ 
He (Mr. Marchison) had understood those samples had been assayed in London. 

Mr. NOAKES said those samples were assayed, and the produce ranged from 
\, oz. to 50 ozs. per ton of stuff. In the total the average was 9 ozs. to the ton. 

Mr. MURCHISON continued by stating that the evidence thus adduced was the 
strongest testimony in favour of the property that he had yet seen. (Hear, 
hear.) Now, with regard to the water-power which the company had acquired, 
and which was stated in the report of the directors to fully, or to more than, 
make up for the loss of the Javali Mine.

MINING, METALS, AND MINERALS—PATENT MATTERS. 

By M. HENRY, Memb. Soc. Arts, Assoc. Soc. Eng. 
_ Messrs. WINBY, of Cardiff, have patented an arrangement for driv- 
ing rolls for rolling metal (No. 579), by applying a ram or piston, 
worked by hydraulic or steam-power, to actuate directly a rack-bar, 
connected with toothed gearing, on the axes of the rolls, to which 
rotary motion will be imparted by the longitudinal motion of the 
rack ; or, instead of gearing the rack with the roll axis, intermediate 
shafting and gearing may be used; or, instead of the rack-bar, a 
chain may be used wound on a drum.—PARKER, No. 557, applied 
for a patent, but the invention only received provisional protection. 
The improvements related to a previous patent, obtained by the ap- 
plicant in 1863, in which he described the use of combined air and 
steam as motive-power in a non-condensing steam-engine, with a 
cylinder of larger sectional area than usual; but he proposes to use 
any ordinary low-pressure condensing steam-engine without any increase of the 
size of the cylinder. For this purpose, a cdndenser is used, having a partial 
vacuum to receive exhaust steam and moist air from the cylinder, whereby con- 
densation of the steam moisture is obtained, and the air combined with the 
steam cools and contracts, and is drawn off. The erated condensed water may 
be used to feed the boiler, or for the ship's company, instead of distilled water. 
The air drawn out of the condenser may be used as draft to the fire. —CyrRILLE 
CAUMON, who remarks that he is also known as John Absterdam, has patented 
some improvements in making iron and steel, in alloying metals, and in pre- 
paring ores. He proposes to fuse crude or pig iron by a current of air produced 
by a vacuum within the furnace; he obtains a blast of air through molten iron 
by a vacuum made in the furnace, and allows it to pass spontaneously through 
the molten metal, so that the latter may be tested, to ascertain its purity and 
temper, without stopping the supply of air. He melts the iron under a vacuum 
in the pot or furnace containing the fused metal, thereby obtaining atmospheric 
pressure round the outside thereof pressing inward, 80 as to add solidity and 
allow powdered charcoal or sawdust to be forced through the molten mass, 
thereby enabling the air-supply to be continued, so as to burn, dilate, or va- 
porise the impurities without danger of consuming too much of the carbon in 
the metal. He submits the molten mass to a total vacuum, continued after the 
supply of air has been stopped, and extracts the remaining impurities by distil- 
lation or sublimation in vacuo. He proposes to make fine or high cast-steel by 
a continuous operation in excluding air from the melting metal, by maintain- 
ing a continuous or partial vacuum in the furnace or vessel containing the 
metal, without disturbing or removing the vessel from the grate-furnace. He 
sometimes alloys all kinds of metal together in vacuo in aiike manner. He 
likewise roasts and smelts ores in vacuo, in accordance with his invention, 
which he states to be of considerable importance when lightness and strength 
are required.—NEWTON’S specification, No. 606 (communication from Vincent, 
Richards, Noble, Lovrein, Rawle, and Falls), relates to distilling petroleum and 
other liquid substances by heat applied above the surface through the medium 
of currents of air circulating through the upper part of the still. He also com- 
bines a still with an air-pump or blower, an air-heating furnace, a rose or other 
air-distributor, and a pipe conveying air from the pump or blower through the 
furnace to the distributing appliance. The application of the heat above the 
surface by currents of air produces the evaporation of the oil, absorbs its volatile 
portions, and carries them over to the condenser; thereby carbonisation and 
consequent production of tar are avoided, and the product of refined oil econo- 
mically,increased, Another patent, also communicated to NEWTON by the same 
parties, No. 616, relates to distilling tar and other substances, so as to obtain 
oil of uniform specific gravity, suitable for illumination. A cooling chamber is 
provided at or near the outlet of the retort between it and the condenser, to sepa- 
rate the heavier from the lighter vapours eliminated in distilling, means being 
provided to regulate the supply or action of the cooling medium. As the heat 
of the still is increased, the cooling effect is increased by increasing the effective 
cooling surface or the flow of the cooling medium. The cooling surfaces are 
arranged around or within a dome or elevated chamber, placed directly over 
the retort, and in such unobstructed communication therewith, as to form, in 
effect, a portion of it.

MANUFACTURE OF Hypro-CARBON OILS.—Mr. H. ROBERTSON, 
of Motherwell, N.B., has patented an invention which relates to the manufac- 
ture of oil from shales, and which is also applicable to the conversion of lead 
into white-lead. The apparatus consists of a hollow cylindrical vessel, with 
closed ends, and which is carried on a central tubular axle, through one end of 
which heated air is admitted, whilst at the other superheated steam is let in, a 
stop being placed in the centre to prevent contact. The material to be acted 
upon by the air and steam is pulverised, and a quantity is placed in the eylin- 
drical vessel, after which the vessel is caused to rotate slowly. The steam and 
air cause a very rapid extraction of the oils. In the manufacture of white- 
lead, lead is substituted for the shale, and the purity and colour of the product 
is improved.

sound and healthy position. With an indebtedness not much exceeding half a 
million, and distributed amongst 581 companies, they have uncalled capital 
amounting to nearly three millions,and mines and machinery roughly esti- 
mated at about three millions also, the total assets being represented as over 
six millions sterling in value. Makiug every allowance for over statements, 
and in some cases the mine and machinery have not been estimated at all, these 
figures are exceedingly satisfactory Several of the companies hold large areas 
of valuable freehold property, and out few of them without steam plants, some 
of considerable value. The Band of Hope Company, for instance, values its 
plant and machinery at 60,9321. 6s. From this point of view, taking mining as 
a whole, bare assets and liabilities, no banking institution in the colony is 
sounder. The United Extended Band of Hope Company half-yearly report shows 
the yield for that period as 25,414 ozs. 18 dwts. 11 grs., which produced the sum 
of 101,854/. 13s. 4d., and dividends were declared to the amount of 65,600/., or 
over 50 per cent. upon the nominal capital. This company in two years has ob- 
tained 3% tons of gold, realising 361,402/. 8s. 5d., and has declared dividends in 
that time amounting to 212.3001. The actual subscribed capital of the company 
is considerably under 50,0007. The dividends paid during August, by 24 compa- 
nies, amount to 43,842/. 15s. Dicker’s Mining Record says—The old Nil Despe- 
randum Mine, Taradale (sold, with plant and machinery, including 20-horse 
power engine and puddling machines, about two months since, to its present 
owners, for 1000/.), after being driven 300 ft. to the southward of the late com- 
pany’s working, struck a new lead, from which they washed 28 truck loads of 
dirt, and obtained 8 ozs. of a fine sample of gold. There are indications also of 
brown cement, similar to what the London and Melbourne Company are now 
getting at a distance of 1400 ft. from where this company is at work. 





GoLD AMALGAMATION.—The new amalgamator, patented by the 
Messrs. SENATZ and KNOWLTON, and which it is claimed will save more gold 
from tailings than any now in use, consists of two shaking tables, each 26 in. 
wide and 4 ft.long. These tables are worked with a sliding motion, and to each 
is attached a stationary frame, from which project downward, nearly touching 
the bottom of the table, a large number of iron teeth or riffes. The tailings, 
after being brought in contact with the quicksilver of the first table, are carried 
along with the stream of water to the second, which is also supplied with quick- 
silver. Out of 300 Ibs. of tailings, taken at random from the mill site of the 
Croesus Company, near Auburn, in Placer county, about $1 worth of gold was 
extracted.—San Francisco Mining Press. 





GEOLOGICAL SURVEY FOR DENBIGHSHIRE AND FLINTSHIRE.— 
At the annual meeting of the society for carrying out this object, held at the 
Wvynnstay Arms Hotel (Mr. W. Evans, of the New British Iron Company's Works, 
in the chair), a resolution was passed embodying a vote of thanks to those mem- 
bers of Parliament who had assisted in furthering the objects of the society, and 
asking for a continuance of their exertions. The secretary (Mr. E. Morris) was 
directed to convey such vote of thanks to Lord Richard Grosvenor, Sir Watkin 
Williams Wynn, and Mr. Mainwaring. The names of Mr. Darlington, Captain 
Reid, Captain Brookes, and Mr. Barnett were struck off the list of the council, 
some of whom were dead, and some of whom had left the nceighbourbood, and 
the names of Mr. Low, Mr. Kyrke, and Mr. Bellingham were added. From a 
statement made by the secretary we find the society has been formed twelve 
months, and numbers 32members. A memorial has been presented to the Lords 


of the Treasury, and in May a deputation waited upon them and obtained apro- 





misethat they would take it into consideration when they prepared the estimates 
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for the session. In the meantime, the question of the coal supply became so im- 
rortant that Mr. Vivian gave notice for a Royal Commission to enquire into it, 
which rendered the opportunity of obtaining the required survey more favour-

REMARKS.—We are unable to report any improvement in the state 
of the Metal Market, which is still characterised by great flatness 
and inactivity ; indeed, it now shows as considerable an amount of 
dulness as it did before the reduction in the Bank rate, and when it 
stood at 10 per cent. It seems very remarkable, as money is now 
so cheap, and the prices of metals decidedly low, that so unsa- 
tisfactory a state of business should exist, especially as it was fully 
anticipated that when a more favourable condition of the money 
market should arise we should see a marked improvement in com- 
mercial affairs; and although there did arise at first a little spurt 
in business in metals, yet it lasted but a short time, and soon gave 
way to the marked inaction which now is manifested in the metal 
market. We were in hopes, at first, when the present state of things 
began to appear, it was merely a temporary affair, such as usually 
follows a sudden active movement in the market; but as it still 
continues, it cannot thus be accounted for, and must arise either 
from a general want of orders from abroad, or from a feeling of 
doubt in the minds of buyers, whether in consequence of the present 
state of inaction prices may not become even lower than they now 
are. We trust, however, that this condition of the metal market 
may not continue much longer, but that the remainder of this year 
may see a revival arising in the metal trade. 

CopPER.—The market for this metal continues in a state of con- 
siderable depression, and sales have taken place much under the 
smelters’ prices, and though for a time it seemed as if the market 
was becoming a little steadier, yet it has again relapsed into its for- 
mer condition. Burra is now quoted at 86/., Wallaroo 85/., and 
50 tons of Chili slab have been sold at 75/. 

IroN.—In Staffordshire the demand for hoops and sheets keeps 
good, and there is a better enquiry for iron for machinery purposes.

The over-production of pig-iron in Scotland and 
the North of England has, of late years, led toan accumulation of stock in ware- 
housekeepers’ hands ; and the over-production is still going on, and will cer- 
tainly help to prolong the depression now existing, unless checked ; nevertheless, 
we still hear of new furnaces being erected in the North of England. When 
this question of production is considered, it must be borne in mind that along- 
aide of the great increase in production in England recently, has been the equally 
rapid extension of iron manufactures in Belgium, France, and Germany. How 
much this is owing to the constant recurrence of strikes here isknown to every- 
one who is observant of what goes onin the trade. ‘These countries have largely 
met the Continental demand which formerly came to this market.

Secondly, mines worked in 
common with Brunswick, employing 231 workmen; last annual production, 
190,600 quintals, of the value of 47,235/.. Thirdly, 75 blast-furnaces In the Harz, 
With 6364 workmen ; last annual production, 657,930 quintals of minerals, 10,216 
kilogrammes of silver, and 6 kilogrammes of gold, of the value of 516,426l. 
Fourthly, 11 blast-furnaces worked in common with Brunswick; last annual 
production, 46,388 quintals of minerals, 890 kilogrammes of silver, and 5 kilo- 
grammes of gold, of the value of 87,2751. Electoral Hesse—First, 15 mines, em- 
ploying 3150 workmen; last annual production, 153,3001. Secondly, 13 blast- 
furnaces ; last annual production, 59,6641. ‘The extent of the Prussian lines of 
railway is considerable, a recent return showing an aggregate of 4057'4 miles. 
Although French siderurgy can scarcely be said to be in a flourish- 
ing position it, nevertheless, maintains its ground pretty well, having 
regard to the general stagnation of affairs. It may be remarked 
that for some time past French industrials have made great efforts 
to develope metallurgical industry, and that the Governmeht shows itself much 
inclined to second this movement. There is a great deal to be done, but if 
French capital ceases to be devoted to foreign enterprises, the failures of which 
have hitherto been more numerous than the successes, and is applied more 
steadily to the development of the national industry, great and prompt results 
will be secured, French siderurgy may be said, in fact, to be passing through 
a great transformation. The orders which are now being received supply che 
French works with current employment. The Moselle group, after having suf- 
fered somewhat, is regaining its normal activity, the foundries having suc- 
ceeded, it is said, in securing new outlets in Germany on advantageous condi- 
tions, A contract may have been concluded, but it is doubtful whether Rhenish 
Prussia is an advantageous outlet for the foundries of the Moselle, the products 
of which would have to support at least 7s. for transport expenses, and a duty 
of about 11. 4s. per ton, before presenting themselves on the German markets. 
The disadvantage arising from transport expenses might be got over, but how 
can French industry cope with German competition, when it has to pay an tm- 
port duty of 11.

INCREASE IN [RON AND STEEL EXPORTS To THE UNITED STATES. 
—It is satisfactory to find that, so far as exports to the United States 
are concerned, there has been a very considerable increase during the 
eight months of 1866, as compared with the same period of 1865. 
During the eight months of 1865, closing with Aug. 31, the value of 
the iron and steel exported to the States was 727,811/., whereas during 
the eight months of the present year it was 1,881,7517.. This amount 
included 193,988/. worth of pig and puddle iron ; 366,9927. bar, angle, 
bolt, and rod iron; 507,809/. railroad iron ; 224,2657. hoop, sheet, and 
boiler-plates ; 151,004/. wrought-iron ; 12,2427. castings ; and 435,4517. 
unwrought iron and steel. In connection with the iron trade in 
Liverpool, we may mention a fact which bears curiously upon the 
great decline which has taken place lately in the price of metals. 
Some time ago a metal dealer in Liverpool purchased from a Con- 
federate agent there about 70 tons of steel shot, which originally cost 
about 80/, per ton. He bought the shot for “an old song,” and flat- 
tered himself that he would make an excellent bargain by selling 
them to some foreign Government. He was at last, however, very 
glad to dispose of his “lot” to some Sheffield manufacturers for 
57. 10s. per ton, the price at which it paid them to melt the shot down ; 
but even at this price the broker, we understand, realised a profit. 





PAYMENTS FOR CoAL ExportEeD.—The total value of the exports 
of what is officially known as coal to Aug. 31 this year was 3,395,655/., 
as compared with 2,909,420/. in the corresponding period of 1865, 
and 2,720,666/. in the corresponding period of 1864. Of these 
amounts miscellaneous parts of the world paid 1,195,564/., 1,028, 9462., 
and 1,046,742/. respectively. The other leading consuming countries 
appear to have paid us the following sums for coal in the first eight 
months of the last three years :—Russia, 233,477/., against 190,5817, 
and 179,637/.; Sweden, 105,0312., against 86,9947. and 71,336/.; Den- 
mark, 223,640/., against 202,4737. and 161,70@2/.: Prussia, 134,7232., 
against 153,379/. and 56,362/.; the Hanse Towns, 201,2417., against 
176,7882.; Holland, 75,781/., against 72,869/. and 70,6152; France, 
581,2232.,, against 477,792/. and 398,021/.; Spain, 208,246/., against 
163,5537. and 200,8092.; Italy, 115,6897., against 83,7287. and 97,9092.; 
the United States, 62,095/., against 70,7147. and &7,245/.; Brazil, 
77,7441, against 71,4337. and 62,421/.; and British India, 183,2017., 
against 121,1702. and 119,1297. These results show that France is 
still decidedly our best coal customer. -

THE ROYAL COMMISSION, AND THE UNEXPLORED 
ENGLISH COAL FIELDS—No. II. 
BEING A REPLY TO SIR RODERICK MURCHISON’S PAPER, READ AT THB 
MEETING OF THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION, IN NOTTINGHAM. 
BY JOSEPH HOLDSWORTH, ESQ., M.G.S.F., ETC., 
Author of “* The Extension of the English Coal Fields beneath the Secondary 
Formations,’’ &c. 

I think it can hardly fail to be acknowledged that the inductive 
evidence now brought forward, on this important part of the inves- 
tigation, presents a striking contrast to the peculiarly local geological 
details adduced thereon by Sir R. Murchison: whilst declaring that 
the Devonian rocks of the Quantock Hills possess “ no signs of any- 
thing carboniferous” (though expanding like an ocean immediately 
to the south of them !), that we had the Carboniferous Limestone of 
Gloucestershire and Somersetshire “ with only traces of Millstone 
Grit, and that the Forest of Dean has a “rim of Limestone wholly 
unproductive of coal,” he seems to have been altogether unmindful 
of the great geological features which I trust have been amply ex- 
emplified as having the only true bearing on the problem of coal in 
the Southern Counties. And, moreover, by the description given, in 
my recent publication (“On the Extension of the English Coal 
Fields”) of the distribution of the several sedimentary deposits 
occupying Northern France and Southern England, it will be ob- 
served that their geological conditions and mineralogical character 
are identical; that they were formerly continuous in extent, being 
merely disrupted by convulsion, or the waters which separate the two 
countries, and it becomes an almost inevitable conclusion that the 
great coal formation, so prodigiously developed in Northern France, 
is also continuous—co-extensive with the above Anglo-French forma- 
tions. It would, indeed, in a geological sense, be very extraordinary 
should the coal measure series in question (of which extent and 
magnitude are striking characteristics) alone be found absent on 
this side of the Channel. 

Sir Roderick, proceeding northward, next makes a great point of 
beating about some three or four comparatively inconsiderable 
isolated bands and patches of Carboniferous Limestone, which occur 
in the west of Gloucestershire, near Bristol, and as far north as 
Newent, for the purpose of demonstrating that because the eastern 
flanks of these calcareous rocks, and those of the Old Red Sandstone, 
north of the latter place, exhibit (with the exception of a poor basset 
coal at Newent) no outcrop of coal measures, whilst they abound 
on their western slopes, “it would be absurd to look for coal beneath 
the extensive Severn Valley of Gloucester and Worcester, the Cots- 
wold Hills, as well as in all the country lying to the south-east of 
Cheltenham,” occupied by the Oolite, Lias, and New Red Sandstone. 

Now, it seems to me quite as reasonable to conclude that because 
the Liassic and Oolitic beds almost everywhere fringe the irregular 
area of limestone rocks extending from Clifton to Henbury, and also 
that of Elbertoh, without any appearance of a carboniferous out- 
crop wherever the former deposits impinge on their respective base- 
ments, no coal could properly be expected to the east of these crys- 
talline masses; whereas, actually, two or three miles to the eastward 
of them, we have the vast coal measure tracts of Gloucestershire 
and Somerset. And it amounts almost to a certainty that these coal 
deposits extend westward under the New Red and Lias of the Severn 
bed and its opposite banks, till they join the South Wales coal field 
on the shores of Swansea, or Carmarthen Bay. As to the Forest of 
Dean coal field, it exists as a distinct basin, almost entirely sur- 
rounded by rims of Carboniferous Limestone and Millstone Grit, 
with Old Red Sandstone ranges, immediately to the east and west 
of them. 

Passing hence to the eastward, over these Devonian elevations, 
we re-enter the vale of the Severn, the whole extent of which Sir 
Roderick, as already intimated, condemns as destitute of productive 
coal beds, because, forsooth, he can scan no carboniferous outcrop 
along its western borders of Carboniferous Limestone and Devonian 
rocks, along the skirts of which, respectively, the New Red Sandstone 
continuously ranges until, ten miles north-north-west of Worcester, 
it first comes into contact with the Bewdley coal field—the southern 
continuation of the elongated Shropshire coal field,—the whole of 
which is known to dip to the east beneath the New Red strata. The 
grounds for our author’s sweeping inference are obviously very 
peurile and inadequate; for although the greater portion of the 
boundaries intimated is destitute of coal measures, an outburst from 
beneath the edges of the New Red occurs, as he admits, at Newent, 
and directly northward we have, as above stated, a large and valu- 
able field emerging from beneath it. As to the extensive interme- 
diate spaces exhibiting no appearance of an outcrop of coal seams 
against the above more ancient rocks, that is to be readily accounted 
for by the very common occurrence of the basset edges of the coal- 
bearing series being overlapped, often considerably, by the superposed 
formation. In short, the principle of “ No crop no coal,” would be 
very absurdly entertained in presence of the geological phenomena, 
we have been considering. 

The proposition next enunciated by Sir R. Murchison is somewhat 
of an astounding character, inasmuch as it involves nearly the whole 
of central and southern England in his hopeless list of condemned 
territory! He—as recently propounded by some other writers of his 
special school—points to the Devonian ranges extending from Wor- 
cestershire into Salop (the Silurian of South Staffordshire), and the 
more ancient rocks of Charnwood Forest, which he imagines to 
“form the salient promontories of the old coast line, to the east of 
which respectively there could be little or no hopes of finding pro- 
ductive coal measures |” 

Why these few distant groups of ancient rocks—occurring, say, 
from the Malvern Hills to the Charnwood range, inclusive—should 
be set forth as a “ barrier” (Mr. Hull’s designation) we have yet to 
learn, For my part, [ look upon them as Islets in the carboniferous 
sea, around which the zoal measures are grouped in denudated or in 
concealed areas. In fact, in the vicinity of all these ancient crys- 
talline masses there are important denudated coal fields ;—South 
Shropshire, South Staffordshire, Warwickshire, Leicestershire, and 
the Atherstone coal field especially, extending far to the south of this 
ideal coast line. And we know that all these productive fields dip 
beneath the New Red, which so very generally abuts against the base- 
ments of these more ancient rocks, and that by boringsor sinkings in 
their neighbourhood, through the former, the coal beds have been 
found in full development; as recently by the Earl of Dartmouth’s 
sinkings near West Bromwich and a little south of the Silurian rocks, 
and by those of Lord Maynard, many years ago, put down near Bag- 
worth, about eight miles to the south-east of the outcrop of the 
Ashby coal field, and considerably to the south-south-east of the 
Charnwood Forest range. 

Seeing, then, that we can trace a chain of coal fields along the 
whole course of this alleged “ coast barrier’ westward, till it ap- 
proximates the Welsh borders—that vast coal fields extend indeti- 
nitely from it northward, as well as, in two or three instances, many 
miles to the south of if, assuredly it is within the bounds of proba- 
bility to believe that the coal formation also exists in extensive de- 
velopment beneath the younger series of rocks occupying the im- 
mense undisturbed area of country, stretching between the last of 
these “old coast promontories” and the Norfolk coast, a distance of 
about 120 miles in a direct line. Though this very natural, and in 
a geological sense justifinble, conclusion is boldly forbidden, we are 
not put into possession of one iota of evidence in disproof of it, and 
from our knowledge of the actual phenomoua of the country now 
adverted to, are satisfied that no such riaintainable evidence can 
be adduced. 

Sir Roderick, however, seems bent on “ cutting off our supplies, 
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and suddenly bounding from his “ancient coast line” to a remote 
nook of the kingdom near Harwich, exultingly points to the commi- 
nuted debris of a subtended rock recently discovered at the latter 
place by boring, and declares “it shows conclusively that the great 
Belgian coal field does not extend eastward to England.” This is, 
indeed, clutching at a small peg to hang a big fact upon. The sub- 
terranean rock, said to be recently proved beneath 1025 feet of cre- 
taceous rocks, is “of a hard slatey kind, with possidonia of the 
lower Carboniferous Limestone, evidently older than any coal-bearing 
stratum,” in every probability occurring in this locality as one of the 
numberless isolated crystalline masses protruding upwards from the 
floor, so to speak, of the great Anglo-Belgic coal basin, or area, like 
‘the Islets, above adverted to, amid our midland coal deposits: the 
only difference being that the former are subterranean elevations 
and the latter sub-wrial; the coal measures, on a comprehensive 
view of the whole characteristic phenomena, being deposited in the 
natural rock depressions, of varied and often vast extent, almost 
evervwhere, over immense areas of country, surrounding the more 
ancient elevations we are considering. 

As remarked at page 57 of my recent geological publication, 
the basis on which coal measures rest very commonly presents a 
very uneven, distorted contour of surface, or rather flooring—tirstly, 
the croppings out to the day of certain Paleozoic rocks of which it 
is formed often constitute the steep and towering basset edges of a 
coal basin, as in the South Wales and Forest of Dean coal fields, 
where this elevated margin is composed of Millstone Grit and Moun- 
tain Limestone, occasioning the coal seams over large areas of coun- 
try to approach very near the surface ; and, secondly, occasionally 
in other districts, elevations, depressions, and undulations of the 
older subjacent rocks often produce similar beneficial results through- 
out vast tracts of coal measures concealed by unconformable newer 
deposits. The extremely contorted character of the coal beds at 
Valenciennes and other localities of the vast basin in which its coal 
tracts occur, is said to be owing to such inequalities of the more 
ancient rocks. 
tilting the coal seams at high angles on either side, and leaving a 
central region at their apex, of greater or less extent, often com- 
pletely denuded of coal measures. 

If an effect of this character has been proved, as above stated, to 
exist at Harwich, it has also disclosed another very important fact 
—viz., in favour of the accessibleness of the coal beds in the areas 
they may occupy beneath :he newer deposits of more southern and 
south-eastern England; inasmuch as it avowedly discloses an im- 
mense geological hiatus, by the alleged fact of the chalk beds there 
resting directly on rocks more ancient than the coal formation; thus 
showing the probable absence of the Mesozoic system—New Red, 
Lias, Oolites, kc. —over the neighbouring counties, as above inti- 
mated, and which is further confirmed by their entire disappearance 
across the Channel, where, in the Pas-de-Calais, and other coal fields 
trending thence into Belgium, the chalk reposes immediately on the 
coal measures. 

Sir R. Murchison, professedly, now returns “to the consideration 
of the case as respects the wide area in which London lies.” But, 
without tarrying fora moment to scan the fitful work of denudation, 
or to test the presence or absence of the varied sedimentary deposits 
geologically occupying that expansive region—an ample and obvi-

Having already dwelt considerably on the elucidation of these 
two propositions, I need now but briefly refer to them. As regards, 
then, the extension southward, &c., of our capacious northern coal 
tields, let us, from another point of view, glance at them compre- 
hensively and analogically. The grand scale, as manifested even in 
our own isle, on which Nature has laid out these magnificent repo- | 
sitories of fuel for the use of man, alone abundantly testifies to the | 
folly of entertaining narrow and contracted notions of their deve- 
lopment in positions where hidden by more recent superincumbent 
rocks, and where there are no apparent barriers to obstruct their 
wide-spreading, indefinite expansion. For instance, if we proceed 
southward from near Berwick-on-Tweed in a direct line to the 
southern extremity of the Warwickshire coal field, we may—as now | 
admitted by our best geologists—continuously trace in denudated, 
or concealed areas one vast broad band of (upper and lower) car- 
honiferous measures, some 250 miles in length; and continuing on- | 
ward from the locality above adverted to we reach Reading in about | 
60. and the southern shore of England in a further distance of about | 
100 miles. Now, as nearly all the above coal tracts are known to 
dip to the east and south-east, beneath the New Red Sandstone series, 
what reasonable doubt can be for a moment entertained that they | 
do not, more or less, extend over the latter comparatively inconsi- 
derably space—say, throuch the midland and south-eastern counties? 

As touching this point, Sir Roderick makes a reservation; he says | 
“it is by no means forbidden,” that the midland coal fields “may 
have a “south-easterly continuation.” An admission necessarily 
without a limit: we ought to feel very grateful for it, and should so 
be, only that we are told in the same breath “ the enormous accu- 
mulation of superposed rocks will, on any reliable estimate, be out 
of the question as to the working of coal "Against this sweeping 
conclusion we cannot but enter our unqualified protest. The dedue- 
tion is founded on false premises. To whom, in a general sense, are 
we to appeal for this “re iable estimate?” The geological thick- 
ness of formations, as published in the geological charts, are any- 
thing but realiable estimates, though many geologists persist in ap- 
nealing to them as data, from which such condemnatoryconclusions 
the above may he legitimately derived. 

This principle is obviously adopted by Sir Roderick, in his dis- 
ragement of coal trials in the secondary districts; he dwells with 
ted confidence on the given thicknesses singly, or in the aggre- 
of the Triassic, Liassic, Oolitic, and other younger sedimentary 
deposits, too commonly representing them as insuperable obstacles 
to the winning of coal beneath them: and, again, in the present in- 
tance, adroitly avoids saying a word about theeffects of denudation, 
any of the other mordifying agencies; whereas instances innu- 
ble might be cited where certain members of a series, and even 
vhole formations, are absent; and, also, of existing ones continu- 
ally varving in their vertical dimensions within a space, not unfre- 
quently . of a few score yards; and, then, there are also the dynamic 
orces—examples of extensive and stupendous upheavals; elevating 
faults, often continuously repeated over vast ranges of 

country: uneven contour of Paleozoic and other ancient rock base- 
ments, undulations of strata, &c., all of which have a tendency, more 
less, to place the productive coal beds within reach of the miner. 
If these considerations had possessed any place in the mind of Sir 
Roderick, during his discouraging observations on the discovery and 
winning of coal in the districts south of the Tees, and in the vale of 
Cleveland, assuredly they must have been greatly modified, if not 
sufficiently qualified, to invite the efforts of judicious and enterprising 
explorers.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 

Oct, 25,—There is nothing new to say about the Tron Trade. It 
is very dull, the works are probably making barely half-time, taking 
the average of the district, and as yet there are no very distinct in- 
dications of improvement. Staffordshire has never known so pro- 
tracted a period of depression. 

It may be remembered that prior to the great strike and lock-out 
in North and South Staffordshire, the Ironworkers’ Associations of the 
North and South, or rather of the North and the Midland, district 
were united, with a view to act with the greatest possible force to re- 
sist reduction of wages, and to secure advances when opportunity 
seemed to occur. The two bodies, however, whose respective centres 
are at Brierley Hill, in South Staffordshire, and at Gateshead, parted 
with some warmth, and have since remained apart. The strike in 
the North has led to an effort to reunite them, and at a meeting at 
Wednesbury, on Saturday night, the delegates from the 13 districts 
of the Union unanimously pledged themselves to support the amal- 
gamation at a national meeting of the delegates which it is intended 
The Southern Union had previously resolved to 
cease to have a paid President, they having some time ago appointed 
Mr. Carlisle to that office, at a salary of 100/.a year. It was also 
decided to send 300/., in addition to 1000/. previously sent, in sup- 
port of the strike in the North. Brierley Hill district, which is op- 
posed to the amalgamation, voted 200/. for the assistance of the men 
of the North, on the same evening, to be paid at the rate of 50/4 
week, It is said that they have a considerable fund, but a levy which 
they recommended will test the devotion of the men to the Union, 
as they have long been getting only about half wages. 

It is stated that the Patent Shaft and Axletree Company, at Wed- 
nesbury, is to acquire the extensive works of Messrs. Lloyds, Fosters, 
and Co., of thattown. It may be remembered that Mr. T. Walker, 
the former proprietor of the Patent Shaft and Axletree Works, sold 
them to Messrs. Lloyds, Fosters, and Co. This was regarded by the 
purchasers of railway plant as a monopoly, and a large amount was 
paid to Messrs. Lloyds, Fosters to forego the purchase, and the works 
were taken to by a company. It will be singular for the company 
which was thus formed to prevent the union of these two great con- 
cerns now effecting it. There appears an impression that the more 
general use of Bessemer steel will lead to a great change in these 
branches of manufacture. Messrs. Lloyds, Fosters, and Co. have 
already adopted the process. 

A startling circumstance happened the other day to a farmer near 
Lawton, in Cheshire. He was ploughing in a field near a coal pit, 
belonging to Messrs. Bidder and Elliot, when one of his horses sud- 
denly sank in the ground up to its neck, owing to the operations of 
the miners. Happily the plough stood firm, and with help the horse 
was dug out. The farmer and his neighbours live in daily fear lest 
they may be swallowed up suddenly some day. 

It was mentioned in last week’s Journal that Mr. R. Hunt, of the 
Mining Record Office, was in this district in connection with the 
Coal Commission. He has now completed his enquiries here, and is 
preparing to work over the Derbyshire and Flintshire coal fields.
